Captain Hocll, of the Hvidcom, was 
som4 moiitiia'jVgo'tlio imroof tho following 
p(?l‘ilon8 adventure : — ;Wlieu Uat Horo ho 
wxia in company witlf another Norwegian, 
named Valliere, of tho ship Dooro, and 
botlvthe vessels mot again ’'shortly after, .xt 
tho Chinclin- Islands, whither they had 
voyaged for a return cargo of guano. It 
Wiis customary there for tho masters to 
niako up parties ' to- hunt the aea-lions, 
wliicli wero very numerous on some rocky ; 
islands within a few miles of the roadstcacb 
and shortly after avriyul iofi ll^o two 
gentlemen alluded to, iinoblicr master, ho- 
longiiig to tlio Evening Star, and a lad 
fitted out, for. a day’s sport. Tlioy hml 
wcajjoiis and provisions, ami proceeded to 
tho Ijiuints of those gigintic creatures with 
tho intention of ii single day’s sport ; but 
on heading into a seniicircular hay, tho 
, tidal eildioH, ceiilliotiiig wUl^^.nu ocean 
swell, c-apsized the boat, aiui on ixjcovering 
couaoioiisiicss the captain found lio had 
been washed into a ciivo ab Llie base of an 
overhanging precipice, where another sur- 
vivor of the oatastrO]ilic also found footing. 
The entrance w:ui filled by ho^ivy ‘rollers, 
which broke in such a manner as to abolish 
all kopc of getting but without some oxtm- 
ordimiry aid, while an cxanunutloii of the 
interior rendered the position more hope- 
less; and to add to their, grief and dismay, 
the bodie.s of Captain Yalliere and the lad, 
with some fragments of tlie l>oat, were 
washed up on a small shingle beach which 
occupied the e.xticniity of the cavern. The 
time wore awny wretchedly, for as the tide, 
rose it was a iiiattor of conjecture whether 
they would not be <lro\vned by the cave 
filling; but at high watei’ there wiis a bare 
space of throe feet, into which they ha<l to 
crouch, ‘embracing each otbor to susL^i’ 
animal warmth. As night approached, a 
new peril 'wa.s apparent : it was evident 
they were in the resort of sea-lions, mini- 
bera of which flocked infcu it, making the 
echoes resound with their deafening noise, 
which miuglGd with the roar of thd surf 
on tlio shingle beach. ' The jiresencc of 
mind never deserted eithor of the • men, 
and by groat c.xertious they mado the 
fragments of liout into a kind of baiTiCiide, 
which wasimpmvod l>y hi)uldci*s of rock, 
wliito Captain IIocll cut the reinaiiiing leg 
of his pants olF, and secured in it a stone, 
after the maimer of a sling shot, and with 
this defended the biUTicadc, only aided 
occasionally by a stono thrown by his corn- 
pauion, in di.sbrcs.s. ■ Wearily the hours 
Hod past— without food, wntci], or clothing. 
iLuLtlic. iiicii not posscs.sod iron frames,* 
they must have sunk under' the perils of 
the night, for with tho moiaiing there was 
no hope frnsu without to buoy them up. 
The fact of their not returning to the ships 
tlie same evening being sulHclcnt to indi- 
cate accident, there^was .a general ‘.muster 
next morning, and three well-manned ships' 
lifeboats wero despatched in search, with a 
native who knew tho locality well. For 
several hours their oflorts were imavairuig 
— iiof a vestige or fragment could be'seen ; 
blit finally one boat approached the mouth 
orth« Ciwo, where the roar of the surf on-’ 
tirely drowned any luiiuaii voice. The 
inmates of the cave were perceived, how- 
ever ; and au immediate attempt at rescue 
resulted in the boat’s capsize, hut being 
huoyaiit, tho crew were enabled to rccovmr 
her anti make a second charge, .aided by 
another boat’s crew. This one proved 
successful, and the jirisoiiors were released. 
The drc-adful cxcitomcnt of that night, had 
had such an eflbct on Captain Honll, that 
the gitatcr part of Jiis hair fell off; and 
to the pro-sout day be suHni-s an occasional 
attack of faintness, such us he experienced 
wlicn first thrown .ashore. The native 
divci*s were suUridis(id handsomely for the 
recovery of tlio bodies of Oa|)baiu Valliere 
and the lad, but even this was not accom- 
plislied without great difiiculty.

How Things are in America.

SAVING A soldier’s LllX 
It would bo easy to writo a whole hook 
' ttbout retorsburg and its momorfos of the 
Jl-'Yat. but us I mean to cut this -Belies of 
sk^tchos short iniiyreokortwo now — having 
trespassed ^ tong already, on the patience 
of the readers;of;..the TT«eAfy fferoW, add 
feeling that it would -be impossible to do 
justice to the Sohth and without con- 
tinuing tlid series for inany months^ — I 
shall content . myself with 'one incident 
4iiore from ibis quarter, narrated to me by 
Mr K — the principal actor in. the 
scene. ■ . ; ' ' ' h ■ ’ ' ! ■ • 

Mr K himself hod been Dppos^ to 

the war.' “ T saw what Ireland had come 
to,” he said to me, “ and 1 knew it would 
be the same with the South.",' But he had 
gone with his people. ■ ; , ’ 

I was told at Petersburg that he _ had 
been the means of saving 47 lives during 
the war. He ivas described as a man of 
generous impulse, and always ready, even 
when impoverished by the war, to share 
wliat he had with those who were worse 
off than himself. On one occasion he had 
been seen taking off his shoes and coat in 
the street to give to a poor Confederate 
soldier, and going home himself in his shirt 
sleeves and stockings. ' 

During one of the pleasant evenings at 
Petersburg, of wliicli I cbcrisli so many de- 
lightful recollections, one case, in which 

Mr K had saved the life of a German 

eoldier, was referred to, and wo got Mr 

K to detail the case. 

Weil (said he) on Sunday morning I 
was in my room preparing to go to chm-ch, 
when a knock cams to the door, and I was 
told a man wanted to see me. I went out 
and asked him what he wanted. j 
He said, “ There is a German prisoner 
going to be shot on Tuesday morning, and 
he wants you to come and pray with him.” 
I put my German bible in ray pocket, 
and went. When I found myself alone 
with the prisoner, I said, in German, 
■“ What is your name 1” 

“HemyB , 



“ What brought you to this plight T 
“ I was charged with desertiug.” 

“ And were vou not guilty 1” 

No, sir.” ' , 



On questioning him fuither, Ifountl that 
lie had been caught trying to leave Petera- 
burg, just after a very severe. order had 
been issued in reference to desertion, which, 
from'hjs ignorance of English, he had been 
unable to read. - - Further, 'he assured mo 
earnestly and solemnly that he never meant' 
to desert j that he only wanted to run the 
blookade— that is, to escape through the. 
lines — and go to Charleston to get his 
■clothes, of which he was sorely in -need, 
and to recover lOOOdols, that were duo to. 
him there, and which the woman of the 
house, where he boarded bad in charge for 
him. When tried by court-inartial. It was 
declared that ho had deserted from Charles- 
ton ; but he assured me that it was not 
true— that ho hail served his time and got 
an honourable discharge. ‘ . 

I asked who had defended him at the 
coiirbmartial. : 

“No one.” , . 

“ And what decision was come to 1” 

“ I wM condemned, sir ; I am to be shot 
on Tuesday morning." 

I prayed with the man ; and when 1 had 
I questioned liim again, I said, “ If all you 
have told me is true, you will not be shot 
if I can help it. 

ii "It is true; Mr K he said car- 

? neatly ; “ true as I hope to see God.” 
i I went away determined, if possible, to 
J save this poor fellow’s life. 

! I went to a man who hired out buggies, 
and said — “ I am going to Richmond. 
'Foil must give me one of your buggies on 
credit.” i 

J “ What are you going to Richmond for 1” 
“lam going there to try and save a. 
man’s life.” 

“ Then," said he, “ you shall not pay a 
cent.” 

When I got to Richmond I found Jef- 
ferson Davis coming from'cliurch. 1 laid 
the case before him, and said, “ I have 
pledged your word, and the honour of the 
Confederate Government, that if that man’s 
statements are found true j-ou will reprieve 
him. Now, sir, I w.ant yon to. postpone 
I this man’s excoutiou for a week, till I go 
.■j to Charleston, .and find out the truth or 
^ falsity of his story,” .. . i : 

Mr Davis granted this at once. 

Back I came to Petersburg, and was off 
eit morning to Charleston, where I ar- 
ived the day after. I procured a permit 
go to Fort Sumter, got the password, 

1 



and hired two boatmen to lake me down, 
I waa so' okeited that I forgot the pass 
word, and when the sentinel cried "Haiti" 
I* could only, cry qut “ don't fire— for God’s 
sako, don’t fire I I got tho password, but 
1 have forgotten it." 

I could not recall it, and had to toll tho 
bo.stmen to take mo bock, when It auddcnl^ 
carao to my nioinory, and 1 landed under 
tnb-; foi|k ©olpnel ..Calhoun received me 
kindly-^he was afterwards ahot by Colonel 
Rbett in a duel ; I told him my story, and 
Hid, “The man woB'chaiged in theindict- 
.ment with having deserted from here bc- 
fbra;" 

■ :The C^h^pl^i4i’,‘(.T^^ is a mistake. 
The'iiaan Berved hia tinie, and was honour- 
ably discharged." -My heart leapt up at 
that- 7, ■ V ■ ■■ ■ i- ' 

■ 1 WOK satufied now of the man’s inno- 
cence. .1 got . bwk to Charleston, and went 
next, al*5;ut the i iOOOdols. I wouldn’t 
(said Mr -K. — getting more excited in 
his narrative)-— I wouldn’t have given three 
skips of a flea for all the dollars in God's 
ci-eation, but a man’s life - depended upon 
it, . 1 round the woman. The money -was 
all; right The man had told the truth. 

Now for Richmond again. The time 
was flying past, and there was not a mo- 
menb'to'lose. 1 ran away to tho station, 
and was nearly tliero when I remembered 
I had not paid my bill. I ran back, and 
on returning found the train was off. No 
other train till next morning ; there was 
nothing for it but to remain. Next morn- 
ing I was off. 

When we got to Florence the cars ran off 
tho track. Tliat detained usiwelve hours, 
and the man's life trembling in the balance, 
It was Monday afternoon before I got 
back to Petersburg, and tho .man was . to 
bo shot on Tuesday morning. I had tasted 
no food for three days, and was so dirty 
and haggard that nobody knew- me. 

I ran over the Pocahontas Bridge to the 
depot-,.,, 

The man at the gate demanded my pass. 
There; was. no travelling to . or-from Rich- 
mond in those days without a Provost 
Marshall’s pass. 

I said “ I have no pass" 

“ Then you can’t come in here.” 

“ Then,” said I “a man’s, life will be 
lost." 

" Eh ! what’s your name t" 

"K— — " 

“ K !” exclaimed the man, staring at 

me. “ Bless me, what have you been do- 
ing with yourselfl You look craiy. ■ 
I told him in a few words ; ho let mo 
pass, and I got into the cars just as they 
were starting. I reached Richmond on 
Monday night at seven o’clock. When I 
got toi President Davis's house I was like 
lo.fainti I 

■ “ la Mr Davis in 1” 

“No.” 

“ Well, I must see him. A man’s life 
13 dt stake, I will wait inside till , he 
comes." 

I went in and fell asleep on the sofai 
Alxiut ten o’clock I lieard steps. I 
jumped up.- “ Is that Mr Davis 1” 

“ Yes.” 

“ Tell him Mr K , the person that 

was here last week getting a reprieve , lor. 
a condemned man, wants to see him.” f . 
Mr Davis received me at once. 

“ Well,” he said, “ what did you find at 
Charleston 1” 

“It is all true what the man said." I 
mentioned what Colonel Calhoun had told 
me, and also about the 1000 dollars. 

“ Well," Mid Mr D.avU, “ go to General 
Randolph’s head<juartcrs, and lay these 
facts before General Lee. I spoke to him 
about the case. If he conseiiis the man 
shall be pardoned.” 

It waa 11 o’clock when I found General 
Lee. Lee received me kindly, and listened 
to my story, but shook Ids head. 

“ I would be glad if I could do It,” he 
said, “but the safety of the country demands 
th.at desertion he put a stop to.” 

■ I pled with him, hut he seemed to have 
made up his mind. 

“ I have made this a matter of prayer,” 
he said. “ I have laid this ca.se before 
God ; and, while I cannot say God Iins an- 
swered mo, I feel that my conscience is 
clear. 

I thought of the man’s life hanging on 
this interview, and pleadeil witli the Gen- 
eral for nearly an hour, but in vain. 

“ The country," he said, “ demands that 
an example be made of men who desert 
their colours, no matter on what grounds, 
and we must begin somewhere.” 

“Begin then,” I said, “with one of out 
own people— not with a poor foreigner, 
who docs not know the language, and could 
not read tho orders you issued on tho, sub- 
ject." 1 •

'General Leo thought earnestly for a mo- 
ment, and then' said : " Mr K — . — , you 
deserve this man's life given to you if it 
could he done. * But desertion is imperil- 
ling our ' cause. , We cpuld have gninoil 
that battle of Antiotam but for desertion. 
There were 13,000 deserters that day, and 
13,000 men would have turned tho scale.

That crushed mo. I felt that I could 
plead no more. ■ ■ . ■ i 

“ General," I said, " I asked God's bless- 
ing on tliat man, and I should like before 
I leave, to ask it on you.” 

He bowed his head — I put my hands on 
it, and asked God’s blessing on him, and 
on the cause he was so nobly defending. 
I could ■ scarcely speak. My voice was 
choked, and the tears were blinding my 
eyes. 

Then I left him. I went to the hotel — 
filled with sadness more than I can describe. 
I washetl myself, tried to eat a little, and 
went to bed, hut could not sleep. I 
thought of that m.an who Was td bo sliot 
in a few hours. I could not rest, I was 
up at the President's house again about 
five in tlie morning. Tho man was to bo 
shot at Drewry’s Bluff at eight. The ser- 
vant refused to awaken the President. I 
paced about awhile, and then went up to 
an officer, who turned out to bo a German. 
I said — ^“Thc, servant won’t waken the 
President. Go you and do it, for God's 
sako. If you don’t your coutrymau will- 
be shot.’’ 

“ 1 dare not do it," says the man. 

“ Then 1 will go myself.” 

“ 1 aannot allow you, sir,” said the man, 
" It is contrary to orders,” 

I* I pled and wept, and at last he went. 

The answer frem Mr Davis was to scud 
me up to his room. 1 found him in bed. 
He shook hands with me, and asked mo if 
anything had occurred. 

T said — “ I saw General Lee, and pled 
with him fur more than an hour for that 
man’s life, but in viiiii," 

“ Strange,” said Mr Davis. “ General 
Lee was here about two in the morning, and 
said you had shaken his decision by what 
you hadsaid about theman be.inga foreigner 
and not able to read, and that we had 
lietter sp.arc him.” 

Oh, the joy of that moment 1 I could 
only say “Thank God, Mr Davis, thank 
God r’ ■ ■ ■ : 

But think of General Lee going at two 
in tlie morning to see tho President about 
tliat man ! 

I asked the President if the pardon had 
beeu scut. He said no, but it would be 
sent by special courier in good time. I 
asked if he would write me a reprieve now, 
till the regular ordor was draiyn up. He 
consented cheerfully, and pointed to a hand- 
desk on the side-table, which I brought 
him, and he wrote the reprieve in bed. 

" I can’t tell you how I felt when I wont 
out with the reprieve in my hand. ' Tho 
man’s life was saved. Wlien the courier 
rodb down w;ith tho reprieve to Drewry’s 
Bluff the man’s grave had been alreaily 
dug! But it wasn’t needed, thank God, 
and tho man is alive yet, and lias written 
me since, and is never going to forget who 
saved his life. 

- I returned to Petersburg, my heart filled 
with gratitude towards God. The Colonel 
of the regiment to wliich theman belonged 
met me in the cars. “ Joe,” I c.allcd him. 
He was one of ray old schoUrs, Ho pre- 
tended to he very angiy. “ Here,” he said, 
’“ we have come over to sec that man shot. 
Pretty thing, you coming and getting him 
off.” But I could have stood a good deal 
of bantering that morning ! I entered 
Petersburg that day like a hero.

The horses were 
stopped immediately, but it was found 
that one of , Morgan's lega liad , been , seri- 
ously injured, the tendons being severed, 
and the knife iienetnitiiig to tlie bone.:

A very distressing accident, says an 
Auckland contemporary, occurred the other 
day to a young lady. Miss Mary Coultas,. 
the only daughter of Mr John Coultas, 
projirietor of tho Wliangamarino Fhix 
Mills, Waikato. It appeal's that on the 
evening of Friday, tho 14th January, Mr 
Coultas started from home about half-past 
eleven to proceed 'to Auckland, and as it 
was a be.autiful moonlight night, his 
daughter accompanied him for some dis- 
tance on the roail, and after loaviim him 
IJi'ocecdcd, accompanied by u younger bro- 
ther, to a creek in oi-dar to indulge in a 
bath before retiring to bed. It is .siipjjosed 
tliat she must have been suddenly seized 
with, cramp while ba tiling, for almost as 
soon as she entered the water, she dis.ap- 
pearedfrom her brother’s sight. Although 
a very diligent search has been prosecuted, 
the body has not been found, and it is 
premised that it must Imve beeu carvieil 
by the stream into the Waikato River. 

One of tho divers engaged iu getting 
wool out of the sliip Lightning has been 
enjoying a submarine “ forty wink.s.” The 
day before ye-sterday, tho mou engaged in 
the alxivc-namcd operation tliiiikiiig their 
mate was rather longer than usual in sciid- 
iiig nnytliing to tlie surfiice, made tiie 
given signals iu such cases without getting 
any reply, and, having exluuistoil all means 
of comniunicatiou from above, began to 
feci somcwliat seriously alarmed lest soma 
serious accident had occurred to the man 
below.

In ininci'ii! productions, the iricreilsc has 
liceit inurvelioilB , iUih'CcI, it would ba 
difficult to arrive lit a cmrcct c.sUmatn of 
tho aiiioutit of gold, copper, coal, Ac., 
brought to the surface. From the fur off 
Cloutiurry ill the north-west, to the soiiUi 
ern boundary of tho colony, discovery has 
followed quickly upon discovery, mid cop- 
])pr, .silver, end gold will yet bu found in 
Queensland in such nbuililunce as to afford 
wealth to liumy aud ciiiployiiicnt to thou-
